Hardeman, 1O year old school 
girl, hundreds of mountaineers 
were on the way here with the 
intention of taking possession 
of the negro in spite of the na- 
tional guardsmen, according; to 
reports, .received, by the. |K>liee. 
Governor Kdwin Morrow is on 
his way here to take cliarge of 
the situation in i»crson. 


On his request, four hundred 


regular army troops fom Ixmis- 
ville 
under the 
command of 


^lajor F. C. Mai-tin, left Camp 
Taylor for thin city today. The 
soldiers are evjiected this alt- 
ernoon. 


Lexington, Ky. — Three persons 


were killed by Kentucky state mil- 
itiamen this morning when a mob 
attempted 
to storm 
the 
Fayette 


County jail here to lynch Will Lock- 
ett, negro, charged with the murder 
of Geneva Hardeman, 10, South Elk- 
horn school girl. 


While soldiers were driving back 


the mob of 4,000 which demanded 
surrender of Lockett the negro was 
found guilty of murder and sentenc- 
ed to be electrocuted. 


The Hardeman girl's 
body was 


found in a field near her home late 
Friday. 
Examination disclosed she 


had been attacked 
and- murdered. 


Bloodhounds" put on the trail led to 
Lockett. 


Rumors of the attempts at lynch- 


ing spread rapidly through Fayette 
C'ounty and a company of state mili- 
lia from Latonia was 
rushed 
to 


Frankfort Sunday to escort Lockett 
to the court house at Lexington. 


Machine guns were mounted 
to 


rweep_>ap'proach.es_ to -, the, v court 
"house and'.' overseas 
:soldiers " -with 


steel helmets were on guard when 
court Qpened-this morning. 


The mob -gathered slowly. 
When 


about 4,000 were in the .square in 
front of the courthouse 
a 
voice 


shouted "let's go now." 


The crowd surged up the steps of 


the court house. 
'A deputy sheriff 


arrested one of the leaders and led 
him away. 
Officers 
Avith 
pistols 


threatened to shoot if necessary- 


The rioters came on and tried to 


wrest guns from the militia. Then 
the order to fire was given- 
Three 


fell dead on the courthouse steps. 
Others carried them to the rear. An- 
other fell as the struggle continued. 


Machine guns barked and the crowd 


liroke for coyer. 


Meanwhile the trial of Lockett was 


proceeding in the court room. In fif- 
teen minntes he was 
sentenced to 


death by electrocution on March 7. 


Troops are being held here to pre- 


vent further trouble. 


Lockett's life was saved last week 


when Governor Morrow, hearing of 
the formation of a mob in Lexington 
took charge of the state penitentiary 
' at Frankfort where the neero was 
brought for safe keeping. Ordering 
deputy sheriffs to guard all approach- 
es to the ^penitentiary Morrow sent 
Sheriff Bain of Franklin County, to- 
ward Lexington with instructions to 
prevent the mobs entering the state 
capilol. 


The sheriff met the mob in auto- 


mobiles on the outskirts of the city 
rnd on a hill overlooking the prison. 
Placing his own automobile crossways 
in the street. Bain persuaded 
the 


crowd to return to Lexington, thirty 
miles away. A few over-enthusiastic 
members of the mob were arrested but 
released when they agreed to return.

Berlin—The entente letter, covering 


the list of alleged war guilty Ger- 
mans whose delivery for trial by Al- 
lied tribunals is demamledi was de- 
scribed today as "not in the nature of 
an ultimatum." 


The text of the letter, it was said, 


liad eased the situation considerably 
from the German point of view. 


The letter, it was 
learned, 
was 


signed by Great Britain. Prance, Ru- 
mania, 
Poland, Jugo-Slavia, Czccho 


Slovika, Belgium and Italy. It asserts 
thai the list does not include all who 
warred against 
the 
Germans, 
but 


names for the sake of practicability 
only those who are chiefly responsi- 
ble for war crimes. 


Germany cannot conclude necessa- 


rily that other war guilty have been 
granted amnesty, for the entente re- 
serves the right to prosecute them if 
they are found in entente territory. 


The letter asks the right to examine 


German archives and asserts a sup- 
plementary note will be sent explain- 
ing to the German authorities how the 
Allied demands may be carried out. 


The official list of war guilty was 


expected to be published tonight. It 
was understood 
i' is virtually 
the 


same as the unofficial list, which al- 
ready has been published. 


Premier Millerand of France in a 


letter to Premier Bauer made public 
today, said Prance considered the act 
of Bui on .Kurt von Lersner, former 
head of the German delegation in Pa- 
ris, who resigned rather than trans- 
mit the list and its covering letter to 
Germany as purely personal and did 
not hold the German government re- 
sponsible. 


Government officials were consider- 


ably consoled by press reports from 
London reporting that Great Britain 
was moderating in her attitude to- 
ward surrender of the accused Ger- 
mans. The government, it was learned 
has summoned, the reichstag to dis- 
cuss Germany's plans,for future ac- 
tion.

pose of putting-1 he party's represen- 
tatives in 
the

against universal military training. 


The president urged the democrats 


to take no stand upon the question 
before 
the 
national 
convention 


frames a party platform. 


Tho letter was sent by Baker to 


Democratic Leader Clark to be read 
at the caucus tonight. 


The president's letter follows: 
"I am told that a caucus of the 


democratic members of the house of 
representatives has been called 
to 


consider pending 
military 
legisla- 


tion and that the suggestion has been 
made that a resolution be adopted 
committing the democratic member- 
ship of the house against tho policy 
of general military training. In the 
present circumstances it would seem 
to me unfortunate to make a party 
issue upon this subject, particularly 
since within a few months the party 
will assemble in convention and de- 
clare the principles upon which it 
deems it wise to commit itself in a 
national election. 


"The present disturbed state of the 


world does not peimit such sureness 
with regard to Ameiica's obligations as 
to allow us lightly to decide upon this 
great question upon purely military 
grounds while the demonstrated ad- 
vantage to the youth of the country 
which came from military service in 
the war plainly suggest that in the na- 
tional interest., quite apart from pure- 
ly military considerations, a moderate 
and carefully coifdiicted.course of. •uni- 
versal training may have ihVhighest 
possible advantages. 


"In our discussion of this.subjects 


you will recall I gave my approval in 
principle to the very moderate train- 
ing: project suggested 
by the gen- 
eral s'aff arid I would be very glad to 
have you convey to appropriate mem- 
bers of the house who will attend the 
caucus my strong feeling against ac- 
tion by 'he caucus which will tend to 
Interpose an arbitrary parly determin- 
ation to the consideration which this 
subject should receive from the best 
thought of the members of the house, 
considering "alike the national emer- 
gencies which may confront us and 
the great disciplinary and other ad- 
vantages which such a system plain- 
ly promises for the young men of the 
country.

PROHIBITION 
AGAIN. 


Tile-governors of l\vo great stales. New 


York and New Jersey, have, 'in substan- 
tially the same 'language, denounced the 
prohibition amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United States as an infringe- 
ment of the "personal liberty of one hun- - 
drcd million American people," as well 
as an interference with the rights of the 
states to enact their own liquor legisla- 
tion. Regardless entirely of anyone's orig- 
inal opinion as to the wisdom or neces- 
sity of the prohibition amendment, the 
language of the governors mentioned is 
out of keeping with the dignity of their 
public positions and, we think, not true 
to the facts. 


When the fathers, after months of 


weary toil and tireless discussion agrcc'd 
upon the constitution of the United 
States, under which we now live in peace 
and security, they made provision for its 
orderly amendment. They realized full 
well, as we must also realize, that provi- 
sion must constantly be made 'for chang- 
ing conditions and changing belief's but 
they also understood wjth almost the 
power of prescience that a government is 
only secure when radical changes in its 
fundamental laws are brought about 
slowly. They therefore made provision. 
that the constitution could be amended 
upon a t\vo-lhirds vote "of "the Congress, 
approved by the votes of the Legislatures 
of three-fourths of the states. The pro- 
hibition amendment was brought about 
in an orderly manner, true to the direc- 
tions of the fundamental law. More than 
two-thirds of the members of Congress 
voted for it. The Legislatures of more 
than three-fourths of the states in the 
Union approved it. It was not a snap 
judgment. It was the^ result of a cam- 
paign that lasted over sixty years. 


If it.^bc true, as claimed, 'that some of. 


the stales ratified an amendment in dif- 
ferent language than the original amend- 
ment passed by Congress, we can very 
well rely upon the Supreme Court of the 
United Slates to ascertain that fact and, 
if the difference "-was substantial, to act 
accordingly. That court acts impartially 
and without prejudice. Its only concern 
is the declaration and enforcement of the 
laws. 


An inflammatory statement that such 


an amendment brought about in such a 
manner is dcnying-"pcrsonal liberty" to 
any man in the United States is not in 
harmony with the facts. Ours is a repre- 
sentative form of government. It has 
been such, successfully, since its incep- 
tion. Its representative nature is based 
primarily upon the impracticability of 
the people acling personally in the mak- 
ing of Iheir laws. Representatives and 
Senators arc elected for the purpose of 
expressing into law the will of the peo- 
ple, as nearly as they am determine it. 
\Vhen more than two-thirds of the House 
of Representatives and more than two- 
U.irds of the Senate voted for the prohi- 
bition amendment, that was a very strong 
indication that those who voted for it 
believed that the people wanted prohibi- 
tion. A Congressman is, for his own sake 
if for no other reason, as close in touch 
with the people of his district as one man 
can be with a multitude. The same thing 
may as accurately, or even more accu- 
rately, be said of the members of the state 
legislatures. The legislatures of more 
than three-fourths of the slates in I he- 
Union approved the prohibition amend- 
ment. No one can read that fact without 
concluding that the thousands of men 
acting in the legislatures of thirly-six 
slates were convinced that it was the will 
of the people Dial prohibition be estab- 
lished. 


11 is therefore not accurate to say Ilia I 


Hie prohibition amendment denies "per- 
sonal liberty" lo the American people. It 
is accurate lo say that the American peo- 
ple have denied lo themselves whatever 
solace or entertainment they derived 
from drink, presumably because they be- 
lieved that the price they paid was too 
great for what they received. 


It may be true, as claimed, that the ex- 


allcd slate of ihc public n:ind, induced by 
war. bad its effect upon the amendment. 
Il may be Iruo Ilia I Ilio cnrnrsl onmily of 
Ihc people against >lrong drink carried 
the milder inloxicanls down into the dis- 


'card. It would be a well-nigh impossible 
and wholly unnecessary task to analyze 
the reasons that have brought about the 
change. Bui, subject lo the decision of 
the Federal Supreme Courl. concerning 
the attacks now made against the amend- 
ment in that court, prohibition is a real- 
ity. 
If il is to be set aside, it must be done 


in the same orderly fashion in which il 
was adopted. No other method is possi- 
ble. No other way is conceivable. Il must 
stand or fall, as should everything else, 
upon its merits or demerits.

more direct methods of fraud, should 
be summarily dealt with as a traitor 


"The soldier, who by reason of the 


excessive tax upon his physical en- 
ergies, \sleeps at his post while on 
guard duty must oftentimes face the 
firing squad. How much worse is the 
offense of the contractor who steals 
from bis government. 
The efficiency

In speaking of the proposed League 


of Nations, Mr. Whittet declared the 
League of Nations as presented to

Senate 
by 
President Wilson 


should be Americanized by the adop- 
tion of the so-called Lodge or Com- 
promise amendments to safe-guard 
the interests of the United States. 
"Congress should not delegate to any 
other body or power the constitution- 
al right to declare or engage this 
country in war." he said. 


Mr. Whittet stated that War de-

such disbursements as it sees fit. and 
may make such disbursements upon 
sis "own motion. That it shall re- 
quire a vote of not less than four 
members of said Executive Commit- 
tee to make any disbursements." 


Applications should be made in 


writing to any member of the com- 
mittee either by tUe veteran hlmsetf 
or by anyone acting in their fcehalf. 


The report sta'.es that the "War 


Chest committee of Twenty-one, ap- 
pointed when the campaign was start- 
ed, has not disbanded but is still in 
existence and it still has jurisdiction 
of that part of the Fund which has 
not been expended. 


A review of the history of the or- 


ganization and purposes of the war 
chest prefaces the report. 


"Up to the month of August. 1018. 


the Outagamie County Council of 
Defense, consisting of hundreds of 
loyal and patriotic citizens of our 
co'unty. under the leadership of Mr. 
Gus;avc Keller had taken charge of 
tha activities of the people of our 
county for the support of the war 
and for war relief," the report says. 


"This included the conduct of 
drives for the

County Council of Defense; and that, 
besides.the necessity of raising mon- 
ey to meet the direct purposes of the

drives, it was becoming impossible to 
raise funds to meet the expense of 
the drives themselves, and the other 
patriotic activities of the Council of 
Defense. 


"At tha.t time, in order to moot the 


same difficulty, and to solve the same 
problem. War Ghosts were being cre- 
ated and hud been crwited in many 
counties-throughout the Country. 


The purposes of the Wan-Chest were 


briefly 
as follows:

and carry through a drive for the col- 
lection of one large fund, said fund to 
be disbursed by the War Chest Com- 
mittee in meeting all calls upon the 
people of the County for war purposes 
and for war relief, that were sanc-

donations. 
"It was also a very important par) 


of the purpose of the War Crest, that 
the collection of this large 
fund 


raised for Uie purpose of relieving the 
people of other drives for war pur- 
poses and war relief should be uni- 
versally distributed so as to include 
everyone in the County, in such a 
manner that all should contribute 
each in accordance with his means 
that is his fair share; and that pay- 
ments should be distributed over a 
period of six months, 
to cover al" 


ueeds and exclude all other drives fo: 
a period of one year, so that the needs 
could be met without undue burden 
upon anyone. 
"It was also a part of the purpose 


of our War Chest to finance our Coun- 
ty Council of Defense, in making the 
War Chest drive, the Liberty Loan 
drives and its' other patriotic activi- 
ties. 
"Pursuant to thevforegoing purposes 


our County Council1 of Defense there- 
upon appointed the "Outagamie Coun- 
ty War Relief Fund Committee" com- 
monly known as the "War Chest Com- 
mittee,"

County, "to organize and administer a 
•war relief fund for Outagamie Coun- 
ty." This committee has not been dis- 
banded, but is still in existence.

patrons. 
Not only aie the hogs in 


fected 
by the whey, 
but also th< 


calves 
which drink the whey and 


which form the matin e herds. Rec 
ords from the Inspection Service o 
the packing plants at the various stock 
markets of the country indicate tha 
the hogs from every dairy state are 
highly infected. In several instances 
as much as 23 per cent of the hogs 
coming to a packing center are in- 
fected ond show lesions. To prevent 
the dissemination of tuberculosis to 
hogs, calves, and herds from creamery 
and cheese factories,' the Legislature 
of 1917.massed a law requiring that all 
of the whey and

creameries and cheese factories shall 
be pasteurized. The administration of 
this law was placed with the Sta»" De- 
partment of Agriculture. In inter- 
preting -this law the 
Department 


srreatly favois the pasteurization of 
the incoming products rather than the 
outgoing by-products, as ttiis not only, 
protects the hogs and, calves hut also 
people who consume primary products 
of factories. The Legislature of 191S 
provided an alternative to the cream- 
ei ies whereby in place of pasteui izing. 
the patrons 
of any 
creamery and 


cheese factory district are permitted 
o test their cattle. In carrying out 
his provision all of the patrons must 
petition the State Department of Agri- 
ulture to come in and test all of their 
attle six months of age belonging to 
he patrons of the creamery.
